Stockton, January 21st—A few days asro 
a party, cufisistiDg of Thomas A. Pope, Rob­ 
ert Pips, Charles BranDock and Bred. Wer- 
ruuth (sometimes called Monroe, his step­ 
father’s nanu). uf Lodi, in this county, vreut 
to the neighborhood of Comanche, Calaveras 
oounty, on a qu»il hunt. The members of the 
party are all youDg, the nldeet 23 They had 
a team and huntingou'fit, four shotguu.->, etc. 
Ou Friday the party, which camped in a de- 
s-rted cabin near the Chiua II.-use, four miles 
from Comanche, went to the latter place, aod 
alter drinking heavily got into a general row 
at the store of John Cavagnaro, his brother 
Henry being in attend&n e. In the fight 
among themselvts, they broke the furniture, 
glasses and windows, when Henry sent for 
his brother John, who same in aud quieted 
the belligerents, who left the i,tore. Soon a 
cry was heard from the outside, “ Look out, 
he’s going to shoot,” and Charles Brannock 
rushed in with a shotgUD, and as he leveled if 
at Henry Cavagnaro he ex«Uimed, “ Shall I 
shoot the----------------!” and then fired. The 
charge took effect behind the ear of the un­ 
fortunate man, and he fell to the fl .or. 
Seven Bhot passed through the nose of 
Michael Fox, who was standing near Cav­ 
agnaro. Then the would-be murderer fled, 
aud the party got into their wagon and 
started at a bresk-neck speed for Lodi. The 
wagon ran over a stump, threw some out, and 
their guns were strung along the road, the 
charges exploding as the guns struck the 
ground. In the morning the Pope boys

A motion has been granted in behalf of 
Loren B Sessions to transfer his iudictmeut 
tor bribery from the Albany Sessions to the 
Albany Uyer Court for trial. 
A Rome cablegram savi the editor of Di- 
retto, and all the principal members of his 
staff, resigned eu masse in consequence of the 
sale of the paper to the Bacque Frauco-R.,u- 
maine of Paris. 
At the reunion of the Association of the 
Army of Northern Virginia at New Orleans 
Saturday night, Jefferson Davis made a short 
speech, in which he said the “ cause was not 
lost but only sleeping.” 
A Toronto Judge has decided a divorce 
granted in Ohio invalid, as the husband to 
whom the divorce was granted was not domi­ 
ciled in the State of Ohio at the time the de­ 
cree of divorce was made. 
The Court of Common Pleas in New York 
Saturday gave a verdict for $10,000 against 
Jay Gould in favor of W. H. Maratón, who 
claimed to have been swindled by Gnuld 
while his partner in buying Erie stock. 
Telegrams from Mars iiles state that tho 
balloon which carried Walter Powell to sea 
from EoglaDd, on the 10¿h of December last, 
has been found, together with the dead body 
of Powell, in the Sierra Pedreso Mountains. 
The river is rising again at Nashville, 
Tenn., and now exceeds she fl iod ef 1847. 
Many more people were forced from their

A fire broke out Saturday morning in the 
five s'ory candy and cracker factory of F. E. 

Owing to the lack 
of water, the fltmes gained rapid headway 
and soon spread to all adjoining buildings. 
Several buildings were destroyed. Tbe losses 
on stock and buildings aggregate $500.000.

The mail agent was killed and the colored 
fireman is missing. It is supposed a number 
of passengers have bceu injured. 
Two thousand delegates attended the Con­ 
ference of the Tenant Farmers’ Convention 
at Belfast, Ireland. A resolution was adopted 
protesting against landlords ; asserting their 
claes interests ; in regard to the equal interest 
of tenants it declared that the redaction of 
rent made by the Commission was inadequate, 
and deprecated compensation to landlords. 
J. I. Kaiser, 21 years old, who witnessed a 
recent hanging at St. Louis, became insane 
in consequence, and while in the asylum, by 
performing great feats of violence and strength, 
bronght on a hemorrhage of the lunge, and 
died Saturday. There was never a taint of 
insanity in the family, and the effect of the 
execution on him ie considered extraordinary, 
A number of anti-machine Repub icans in 
New York city are about to organize after 
the Brooklyn Young Men’s Republican Club 
pattern. Many old beads are leading the 
movement, and the first meeting will soon be 
held at Chickering Hall. It will be ad­ 
dressed by Joseph H. Choate, William M. 
Evarts, Henry E. Tremaine, F. W. White- 
bridge, Dorman B. Eaton, John Jay, Carl 
dchmz and Jackson 8. Schulz. 
Advioet from Port an Prince Btate that 6ve 
armed men were recently fonnd hidden in 
tb* Executive Mansion. They declared they 
had been rent to amaoinate President Salo­ 


mon. Forty persons, supposed to be impli­ 
cated in the plot, were arrested. On the 
night of the 11th instant, seven armed men 
seized tbe Governor of the town of Anxcayes 
and were conducting him to prison, but tbe 
guard captured them on the way. The next 
morning they were condemned and executed. 
Senor Elmore, ths Peruvian Minister at 
Washington, having ii qnirtd as to the trnth 
of the statement contained in dispatches 
from Buenos Ayres of the 17:h instant, that

A German farmer named August Johan- 
royer, living near Rockville, on the Missouri. 
Kansas and Texas Railroad, about seven 
miles south of Sedalis, Mo., has been arrest­ 
ed, charged with attempting to derail and 
wreck the special train upon which Jay Gonld 
and party were passing north toward Sedalia, 
on the 9th instant. The obstruction was ob­ 
served and removed by the section men only 
a few minutes btfore the special train passed. 
Had ihey been a quarter of au hour later the 
train would have been da-hed from the track 
and no doubt a number of persons killed, as 
it passed the place at a speed of forty miles 
an hour. 
Tbe recent decision of the Illinois Su­ 
preme Court, declaring urconstitutional the 
Probate Courts of Cock snd Laselle counties, 
has created great excitement among lawyers, 
and a good deal of difference of opinion exists 
as to its scope.

The insur­ 
gents do not lack resources, and men are re­ 
ceiving about seven pence aDd a half-pound 
of flour daily. The orthodox Mohammedan 
population is fraternizing with the insurgents, 
and the Mohammedan gendarmerie is desert­ 
ing en maese, the Nationals’ camps naturally 
taking them iu with arms and accouterment* 
so thoughtfully distributed among them by 
the Ausirians.

these remarks. 
Jefferson Davis is “ the 
“ Man without a Country.” 
He has been 
set apart and isolated by what is now more 
and more clearly seen to be an unnecessary 
and injudicious act. A man so marked and 
so forced into continued rebelliousness must 
be expected to become affected in a par­ 
ticular manner by bis position. 
It almost 
seems as if what it pleases some nervous 
people to call “treasonable utterances" were 
expected from him. 
ETe 
has 
doubt­ 
less 
persuaded 
himself 
that 
he 
is a very great man ; too ¿reat for the 
United Statts to forget or forgive. 
His 
very infamy bus thus become a bind of 
distinction, and of course the severity 
which excludes him from all amenities 
secures to him the sympathy of those who 
were on his side in the rebellion. 
All this 
is natural, and ought to have been antici­ 
pated, though if it had been Jefferson 
Davis would have been pardoned long age, 
spd would have been forgotten by this 
time. 
It is, however, the United States 
Government that keeps him before the 
country, and that gives interest to his say­ 
ings and 
doings. 
But 
after 
all his 
“ treason ” is of as nnld and innocuous 
a character to day as was that of the old 
Jacobites who used to toast “ the King— 
“ over the water,” with all ceremony and 
seriousness, when the House of Hanover 
had been firmly established for more tban 
twc-thirds of a century ; and the b;st way 
to dispose of “ traitors” of this kind is 
simply to take no rotice of them. 


THE A P Jraiaft PP-EiS TYRANNY. 


All the Vienna evening papers were 
confiscated the o'her night because they 
had printed a parliamentary speech de- 
nouneing an attempt to drag the Crown 
into polities. 
Whether this refers to Ger­ 
man or Asatrian politics the dispatch fails 
to make clear, bat in either case the tyr­ 
anny of the act is equally detestable. 
I t 
would seem that Germany and Austria 
had joined hands, ro far as their respective 
rulers are c -ncern d, to force upon the 
two cations the “ divine right” in its most 
odious form, 
if this is really the imperial 
purpose there will be trouble in those re- 
¿ions bef-.re long. 
The democratic spirit 
has not been crushed by the growth of 
Militarism, and the new movement in the 
direction of Absolutism will certainly not 
be nareaisted. 


SARGENT AND THE SOBRANTE GRANT 


The San Francisco Chronicle's attack on 
ex-Senator Sargent in connection with the 
case of the so-called Sobrante Grant, was 
very evidently made for the sole purpose 
of transmission to the East. 
For though 
the Chronicle, in the performance of those 
blackmailing tasks upon the emoluments 
of which it subsists, has learned to lie with 
circumstance, and in the most deliberate 
manner, it would hardly have been so silly 
as to make a statement for use in this 
Scate, every part of which is well known 
to be false. 
The suspicion that it ha3 for 
rorne time past been working in the inter­ 
est of Carpentier, the principal opponent 
of the settlers in the case referred to, is 
indeed confirmed by this impudent but in­ 
artistic attempt to cloud the iesue, and to 
produce an entirely erroneous impression 
among those who are ignoraDt of the facts. 
The exposure of this audacious piece of 
misrepresentation, however, has been suf­ 
ficiently swift. 
The San Francico papers 
of yesterday print a letter from P. H. Me- 
Grew, President of the Settlers’ League, in 
which flat contradiction is given to every 
one of the Chronicle's statements, and in 
which it is shown that Mr. Sargent has 
been and is the champion of the bona fide 
settlers as against the rapacity of the land- 
grabbers who are represented by Carpen­ 
tier. 
A 
Washington dispatch further 
states (what is of course well known in 
California), that Mr. Sargent represents 
fully a thousand settlers, whose homes are 
all put in jeopardy by the Carpentier claim, 
and who depend upon the vigilance and 
the able advocacy of the ex-Senator for 
protection and justice. 
Another settler, 
Mr. W. H. Buckley, has written to the 
A lta defending Mr. Sargent against the 
slanders of the Chronicle. 
The latter pa­ 
per, being obliged to invent some apology 
for taking the side of the land grabbers 
against the eettlers, and possibly bearing 
in mind the awkwardness of tbe contrast 
between its new attitude and that which 
it assumed towards the Mussel Slough set­ 
tlers, makes the assertion that the Sobrante 
settlers are “ dummies.” Of course this 
is a falsehood. 
Mr. Buckley-says : “ As 
“ one of the settlers I cetire to say that 
“ the ‘pre-emption and homestead settlers’ 
“ represented by’ Mr. Sargent are not 
“ ‘dummies’ as charged by the Chronicle, 
" but men who have lived on their claims 
“ for from five to twenty-five years. 
We 
“ employed Mr. Sargent because we be- 
“ lieved him to be incorruptible, and abova 
“ any of the influences which might be 
“ brought to bear, and which have been 
“ used so successfully in our Courts and 
“ .Land Offices. 
Mr. Sargent had nothing 
“ to do with soldiers’ homesteads, or lieu 
“ lands, or ‘ dummies.’ 
He is fighting for 
“ the actual settlers, and if he succeeds he 
“ will receive the thanks of the entire 
“ community.” 
Mr. McGrew in his letter says : 
“ Mr. 
‘' Sargent never represented nor had any­ 
t h in g to do with aDy locations or claims 
“ in the Sobrante except those of actual 
“ settlers, and if any public meeting is 
“ held, as suggested by the Chronicle, it 
“ wifi be to thank him for what he is do- 
“ in g in th e case.” These voluntary testi­ 
monials to the good faith and public spirit 
of Mr. Sargent are not precisely what the 
calumnious sheet which has been hired to 
abuse him anticipated, probably; but its 
assault was too impudently mendacious, 
and made too close to the scene of action 
referred to, to be of any service to its 
latest purchaser. 
The merits of the So­ 
brante case are of course far too well under­ 
stood in California for so preposterous a 
tissue of falsehoods to be received in any 
way bat with disgust and indignation, but 
it is perfectly clear that the rascally com­ 
bination which has been formed against 
Mr. Sargent thought it possible to injuro 
him with those who did not know the 
truth, and that their venal organ printed 
the article referred to with that end in 
view. These unscrupulous scoundrels, how­ 
ever, forgot that all the facts of the case 
are necessarily recorded at Washington, 
where it has been tried, and that it 
was only requisite to turn to the official ar­ 
chives to explode the new plot utterly. 
The Chronicle's account of the Sobrante 
case may also hava been intended to cover 
up its own tracks in the business, and to 
create the belief that it wa3 not in tbe 
pay of Carpentier. The attempt, however, 
is destined to failure, as indeed must any 
attempt be to persuade the people of Cali­ 
fornia that tbat paper is not constantly 
for sale, and for any conceivable purpose. 
In the present instance it has only suc­ 
ceeded in affixing a fresh brand to itself, and 
in showing that Mr. Sargent has been the 
friend and champion of the settlers, and 
has thus incurred the bitter enmity of the 
land-thieves. 
In fact it has done much to 
explain the persistency of its own assaults 
upon Mr. Sargent in the only way by 
which they can be explained ; for it is 
thoroughly understood that it cherishes 
no enmities which do not pay. 
Mr. 
Sargent is of course anxious that the 
Sobrante case should be determined before 
he goes into the Cabinet. 
This is a per­ 
fectly proper and correct position on his 
part. 
The land-grabbers on their part, 
knowing him to bo fully infofmcd on the 
merits of the case, and having good reason 
to fear his energy and force of character, 
have been working desperately to keep 
him out of the Cabinet. 
The opposition of such men constitutes 
the strongest testimonial that can be 
offered in his behalf. 
A man who is feared 
aud hated by the land-thieves is precisely 
the man to make Secretary of the Interior, 
for in that position he can most effectually 
frustrate their plots, and protect the actual 
settlers. 
The settlers have the most com­ 
plete confidence in Mr. Sargent, and no 
doubt, should the laad-grabbers be so 
foolish as to call a meeting in this connec­ 
tion, it would result in a complete in­ 
dorsement of the ex Senator’s course in 
the premises. 
Bat we venture to suggest 
that the Sobrante settlers ought not to 
wait for any sham demonstration. 
Their 
friend and advocate has been outrage­ 
ously slandered in this case, and they 
could hardly do less under the circum­ 
stances tban take 
some public action 
on their own account to thow what they 
think of the situation. 
We do not suppose 
that any of the malignant assaults whioh 
have been made upon Mr. Sargent have 
altered the President’s estimate of his 
friend in th 3 least; but this last attack 
has brought into prominence some addi­ 
tional reasons for putting Mr. Sargent in 
the Cabinet as Secretary of the Interior. 


THE WHEiT GAM3LING QUESTION. 


The indications are that the wheat 
gambling project will be carried out. 
The 
case is one of three in which oppesition 
is iikely to be useless for practical results, 
though it is none the less a duty to put 
on r- c >rd the sober reasons which militate 
again-t it. 
W hat stock gambling has 
done for this State and coast is known to 
all, and wheat gambling, whatever may be 
said, is only another fi rm cf this evil. 
The 
varii us pretenses which have been urged 
in its favor are all equally spurious. 


It is not true tbat the firmers will be 
benefited by the proposed charge. 
It is 
not more true than the parallel assertion 
that the public have been benefited by 
stock gambling. 
As in all games of 
caanee, there will be occasional winnings 
made by the outsiders. 
These are the 
baits which lure on the public, and keep 
up the custom of the game. 
But when 
the balance is struck it will be found, as 
it has always been found in stock gambling, 
tbat the great bulk of the surplus win­ 
nings of the investors has passed out of 
their possession, and into the pockets of 
those who never worked for a dollar of it, 
save by “ putting up” rascally “ jobs” 
upon the public. 
It is said, on behalf of 
the wheat gambling scheme, that the 
staple to be dealt- in will always have a 
positive value. 
No doubt that is tbe case, 
but it does not change the character, nor 
will it alter the results, of the proposed 
speculation. 
Tr.e public are to be invited 
to speculate in wheat. 
On the one side 
will be the people, knowing little or noth­ 
ing about tbe business ; on the other side 
will be a class of men who have made it 
the business of their lives to understand 
the subject in all its bearings. These exjierts 
invite the ignorant public to come and 
gamble in wheat. Can any sane man doubt 
the consequences of accepting such an in­ 
vitation ? As to the pretense that the pro­ 
posed speculative market will help the 
farmers, that is the most impudent allega­ 
tion yet made. 
What is sought is to inter­ 
pose between the farmer and his market a 
machinery which is devised expressly for 
the purpose of diminishing his profits. 
Are there any farmers simple enough to 
imagine that the men who are bolstering 
the new scheme are inspired by public 
spirit ? They are “ on the make,” in street 
slang. 
They expect to get money on both 
hands ; from the credulous gambling out­ 
siders, and from the producers. 
They do 
Dot propose to put any capital into the 
wheat-raising business. 
Their position is 
that of middlemen, who undertake to com­ 
plicate the transaction of what should be 
a perfectly simple and straightforward 
business, and for their own advantage. 
They really propose to divide as much of the 
farmers’ earnings as they can get a t ; and 
this generous proposal their claqueurs advó­ 
cate as a real piece of beneficence. 
The 
plain truth is that the plan is calculated to 
fatten the brokers and commission men at 
the joint expense of the farmers and the 
speculating public. 
There will be a great 
show of business activity, but three-fourths 
of this will consist in “ turns,” the only 
result of which will be the fleecing cf 
ignoraut and rash speculators. 
There will 
be no more wheat, and there will be no 
more money paid for the wheat. 
On the 
contrary, a large percentage of the price of 
it will be intercepted by the expert gam­ 
blers. 
And this is the whole philosophy 
of the wheat-gatnbliDg business. 
It is ad­ 
vocated in the interest of a set of sharpers 
who are a curse to the community ; who 
have never earned a dollar honestly in 
their lives ; and who are now endeavoring 
to cajole the farmers and the public, by 
playing upon their lust of wealth, into 
stopping the gap left by the collapse of the 
Comstock, with 
wheat. 
We havo no 
doubt that the experiment will be tried, 
however; and we are equally certain tbat 
it will be a sufficiently costly one to the 
outsiders. 


THE WAGES QUESTION. 


The San Francisco Call doubts the as­ 
sertion that English workingmen can live 
or do live more economically than Ameri­ 
cans, unless they live on f‘a lower scale.” 
It indeed goes so far as to assert that this 
is the case, saying of the English working­ 
man : “ The lower cost of his living may 
“ be attributed to the lower scale in which 
“ be lives. 
Neither his table nor his ward- 
“ robe are as well supplied as in America. 
“ All observant travelers agree on that 
“ point.” 
We make bold to say that no 
“ observant” travelers agree upon any such 
statement; and we further affirm tbat 
even if travelers say so, it is not truo. 
In 
the consular reports, which, being made 
with an express view to the popularization 
of the “ American system,” may be reason­ 
ably suspected of some bias, it has been 
repeatedly Btated of late years that the 
English workingmen live w ell; that they 
insist on having abundance of the most 
nourishing and savory food ; that they 
eat three times 
as 
much 
meat as 
they did twenty years ago ; and, gener­ 
ally speaking, that they spend too much 
of their wages upon the table and upon 
drink. 
As to their wardrobes, the evi­ 
dence is that they are about on a par with 
their American brethren. 
They have 
stout, decent working clothes, and usually 
a broadcloth suit for Sundays and holidays. 
But notwithstanding their love of good 
eatiDg and drinking, they manage to put by 
a good deal, as the returns of the Postal 
Savings Banks demonstrate. 
No doubt 
they could save very much more if they 
were more temperate. 
It is certain that 
they drink a great deal more than is good 
for them. 
Yet when allowance has been 
made for all these drawbacks it remains 
impossible to Bhow wherein Protection has 
benefitted Labor in this country, so as to 
afford anything like an offset to the unmis­ 
takable wrongs and injuries it has perpe­ 
trated. 
It is in truth an enemy to Labor, 
and is not true that Free Trade involves a 
deterioration of the workingman’s condi­ 
tion.

FORTY-EIGHTH DAY OP THE SLICKERS 
CASE IN COURT. 


Evidence of the Prosecution in Rebuttal— 
Testimony of General Bidweil, W. 
S Green and Others, 


The debris case was resumed at 9:30 A. M. 
Saturday, Judge Jackson Temple presiding. 
Crsss-examinatisn of Mr. Allardt (by W. 
C. Belcher)—I made a careful examination or 
instrumental survey of all the largest mining 
excavations along the Yuba river. 
Mr. 
Manson, Mr. Von Schmidt and myself made 
the survey of the river. 
We had a transit 
and a leveling party. 
Mr. Manson had 
charge of the party furnished by the State 
Engineer. A stone six inches in diameter 
will weigh about ten pounds. The lower 
strata in the 
North 
Bloomfield mine, 
to 
the 
be3t 
of 
my 
recollection, 
is 
composed of heavy, rocky material, firmly 
cemented. This heavy material has to be 
blasted with powder to dislodge and enable 
its being washed. I was in the North Bloom­ 
field mine on three or four occasions, and re­ 
mained a couple of hours each time. 
The 
main channel of the mine is of this heavy ma' 
terial. The tides arc of the material I de­ 
scribed yesterday. 
I made no critical ex 
amination as to tbe rim reck. 
When I was 
last at the mine they were working in the 
main channel. 
The material being washed 
was cemented cobble and rocks, very little 
sand, and firmly cemented. 
I saw a large 
number of men at work in ti e main channel, 
and on the high bank. I noticed a Chinaman 
stationed at a point where he watched the 
high bank, and his duty was to give warning 
to the miners when there w a3 danger of 
the banks caving. _ I saw about twenty men 
breaking up material, piping and blasting. I 
personally visited the mines which I enumer­ 
ated yesterday. 
I visited Frenen Corral, 
Birchville andMaczanita. I have no distinct 
recollection of the mines at those points. 
I 
don’t know th9 name of the mine I visited at 
Birchville. 
It was an old pit above Birch- 
ville. The material of that pit was coarse 
and heavy, and similar to that of the Milton 
Company mine at Ma:zar.ita Hill. 
I cannot 
recall to memory at this time the appearance 
of thoBe pits, as I vi.ited them two years ago. 
I made the examination of those mines to 
ascertain the amount of material mined in 
the Yuba basin, and notas to the character 
of the 
material 
washed.

• crib.dthe instruments used in making the 
investigations of the Yuba bario. 
Io the 
Columbia Hill, Relief Hill, Moore’s Flat, 
North Bloomfield and other large pits we 
made instrumental purveys. 
The depth of 
the workings of the North Bloomfield mine 
varies from 50 tc 250 fett in depth. 
When I 
made the survey of that pit, October 21,1879, 
I found 89 feet was the approximate average 
depth of the entire pit, which covers an area 
of 10S acre?. 
Some of the banks iu the North 
Bloomfield mine in my judgment are 300 fret 
in depth. 
I measured the banks by instru­ 
ment?. 
I call all large stones bowlders, cay 
from one foot in diameter upwards. 
When 
I was at the mine I heard large bowlders run­ 
ning in the fluu'.e and grinding along ori its 
bottom. The water was so muddy I could 
not see them. 
[Witness was cross-examined 
at great length as to the extent of the pit, 
depth of bank, etc.] I do not recoiled seeing 
derricks in the mines I have been describing. 
My recollection of the banks and the material 
of those mines is very indistinct. 
It has 
been a long time since I made their ex­ 
amination, and then it was to determine the 
amount of the material that had b.en moved, 
without reference to its quality. [Witness 
described the grave) beds which contain 
cobble in the upper washiegs of the Gold 
Run mine.] The creek into which the North 
Bloomfield dumps has a very great fall, and 
in my opinion very little material could lodge 
in it. I have examined Humbug creek very 
thoroughly. 
It has a width of fifty or sixty 
feet. I do uot know the depth of filling iu 
its channel. 
I do not know the extent of fill­ 
ing in the Spring creek. I don’t think it ex­ 
ceeds a million cubic yards. 
The purpose of 
my investigations wsb not the amount de­ 
posited in the creeks and canyons, but to 
ascertain the amount of the excavations. 
I 
did not examine Shady creek. The fall of 
Shady creek will average 200feet to the mile. 
Slate creek I examined from Whisky Dig­ 
gings to Laporte, a distance of six or eight 
miles. 
There is considerable deposit of tail­ 
ings ia certain portions of its channel. 
I 
was in that locality in July and August, 
1879. 
The width of the stream between 
Laporle and St. Louis is abcnt 200 feet. 
It 
may in some places be filled to a depth of 
sixty feet. 
General Bidweil sworn. Direct examina­ 
tion (by Attorney-General Hart)—I arrived 
in California in 1841. Farming was begun 
by Americans in that year. At that time 
Sutter was farming at this point on a small 
scale. [Witness named a number of per­ 
sons engaged in farming in the Sacramento 
valley prior to the discovery uf gold ia Cal­ 
ifornia, January, 1843 ] Stock-raising was 
tbe principal interest in the Sacramento val­ 
ley prior to the gold discovery. I reside at 
Chico, Butte county. The Cherokee mine is 
a little southeast of my place, twenty miles 
distant. 
I have visited it many times. 
I 
have observed at the crossing of tbe public 
road this canal carrying debris material. 
It 
is a yellowish substance, which, when dried, 
•hows a great deal of white sand. The water 
in that canal is very thick with this debris 
matter. 
I have been acquainted with Butte 
ereek since the early spring of 1843. The 
extent of farming and stock-raising was ex­ 
tensive before the working of the Cherokee 
mines. Butte creek rises in the Sierra Ne­ 
vadas, near the head waters of Deer creek. 
There was 
no 
farming 
done 
on 
the 
head 
waters 
of 
Butte 
creek 
prior 
to 1850. The cultivation of the soil on 
Butte creek was not extensive prior to the 
discovery of gold, from the fact that there 
was no market for agricultural producís. The 
channel of Butte creek has been filling each 
year sisee mining beg*D, and to-day the bed 
of the Btream is above its natural banks. The 
grazing of cattle and sheep on the hillsides 
and plains has caused the ground to become 
compact and has reduced to a great extent 
the natural wash. 
The valley in which I 
live is so level that the natural wash is incon­ 
siderable. Mining has hid the effectof filling 
up Butte creek. Chico creek heads near the 
source of Butte creek, in the high ridge of 
the Sierras. They rua through precipitous 
canyons. 
There is no mining done on Chico 
creek. 
Its waters are clear, and it carries no 
debris or ailt of any kind, except a little saw­ 
dust from mills along its course. The water 
is clear in Deer creek. 
It rises in the tame 
ridge as does Chico and Butte creeks. It 
carries very little sediment. From an ob­ 
servation of the channels of Chico and Deer 
creeks for the last twenty years, I see 
no perceptible change, except that their 
channels 
look perhaps a 
little deeper. 
Chico creek empties into the Sacramento 
river below Cbico. Deer and Butte creeks 
also empty into the Sacramento river. There 
lias teen a great many sheep pastured along 
those streams. The cutting of timber, e?peci- 
ally during the past few years, has been quite 
extensive, Io 1843 Feather was a perfectly 
clear stream, a much clearer stream than the 
Sacramento. The American and Ynba were 
also pure, limpid, crystal streams, and re­ 
mained so until mining changed their condi­ 
tion. 
In early days there was an old French­ 
man here, Captaiu Armington, given to tell­ 
ing extravagant stories, or yarn?, which were 
generally discredited. 
He stated that at one 
time the whole valley was covered with water 
to the height of the tree-tops. No one be­ 
lieved hia story. 
_______ 
Afternoon Session. 
Cross-examination of General Bidweil (by 
W. C. Belcher)—Captain Sutter, in 1843 and 
1814, had 1,500 or 1,800 acres in cultivation in 
the neighborhood of Sutter’s Fort, near Sac­ 
ramento city. The early farmers did not cul­ 
tivate for export, with the exception of Sut 
ter. Tne other farms were conducted on a 
very email scale. 
In high water only part of 
the water of Butte creek gets into the Sacra­ 
mento 
at 
the 
mouth of 
tie 
creek, 
it flows over 
into 
Feather river. 
The 
land along the banks of the Sacramento river 
is higher than the land adjacent. 
I did not 
travel much during high waters in early days. 
The head waters of the creeks I have de­ 
scribed flow through a volcanic formation. 
The Sacramento river in early days was not 
as clear a stream a? the Yuba, Feather or 
American. During flood times it was a little 
more murky than duriDg low stages, but was 
not as muddy as a stream from a mining lec­ 
tion, where mines are in operati in. Cache 
creek ia ear'y days had no delta that I re­ 
member <f. I have not passed there for 
many rears. 
- 
B. 
D. Gray sworn—I reside in Bntte 
county. The Cherokee canal runs sev,ral 
mil s from my present re«idence. I f. rmerly, 
however, lived in its immediate neighbor 
hood. I farmed for many years on the land 
along the banka of thecm al. The material 
ctrrii-d iu the canal at my place co: siated of 
pipe-c.ay and other sediment. 
My place 
was about taro miles from the land of Mr. 
Posey. 
I had slickens on my p'ace to the 
depih of two or two and a balf fee’. I sold 
«at toy place to the Spring Valley Company 
I never could cultivate anything ia slickens, 
lor two years after its deno.it. 
I always- 
d e s tro y e d growing cr- ps. I have fo 1 .w d 
ihs waters from the Uhenkee mines for 30 
miles, and it still was very muddy. 
Our soil 


was originally dark adobe. 
When I left there 
two years ago, the slickens deposit varied in 
depth, over a very wide scope of country, 
from one and a half to two feet. I fanned 
slid ers land for four years, aLd never suc­ 
ceeded in raising a crop on that character of 
■ 41. This deposit ha? destroyed the p ro 
ductivencss of the Led, and greatly depreci­ 
ated its market value. 
All farming on 
slickens land from this canal ha3 proven a 
failure, and it has broken up all who have 
have engaged in trying to cultivate if. 
Cross examination (by W. C. Belcher)—The 
water in this canal was very thick. 1 raised 
but very slight urops on sediment lands. The 
land ia not worth so much, neither is it as 
productive since its being covered with slick- 
ens as it was before. I am at present living 
at Gtidley Station, and am engaged in farm­ 
ing. The canal from the Cherokee mines 
empties into slcughs. I have known the 
land in that neighborhood for tbe last ten 
years. The basin at the month of that canal 
has been frequently covered with water dar­ 
ing flood times. 
I bought my land for S2 50 
and 810 per acre and sold it for S38. 
I sold 
to the Spring Valley Company. 
I had a 
suit against that company for damages, and 
we compromised on 838 per acre. They had 
covered up a crop for me. 
The land when I 
sold it wa? to me worthless. The crop was 
worth 815 per acre. 
I know nothing of the 
lard since I sold it. 
I don’t know of tbe 
Spricg Valley Company’s selling any of that 
land lately. 
W. S. Green sworn. 
Dlrect-examiuation 
(by Attorney-General H art)—I reside iu 
Colusa county, aud am engaged in the publi­ 
cation of a newspaper. 
I have been there 
since 1850, and have been engaged in farming 
and surveying most of the time since. 
Up to 
18G3 I was on a farm near the town of Co­ 
lusa. My place was almost due west of the 
town of Williams. In 1882 and 1803 I farmed 
seme on Grand Island. Tbe drainage of the 
Sacramento river on the west side is that por­ 
tion that is in the water-shed of Stony creek. 
The head of Stcny creek is near Mt. St. 
John. This creek ha? numerous tributaries. 
The soil through which Stony creek runs is 
alluvial. There is a great deal of chaparral 
in the 
Bection 
drained by that creek. 
Wherever chaparral grows the soil is light 
and alluvial and easily washed. The farms 
in the Stony creek basin are very small. 
There 
has 
been more or less farming 
in 
tbat locality since I first 
saw 
it 
in 1855. 
The raising of ail kinds of 
lire 
Btcck 
also 
has 
been 
quite 
an 
industry Bince 1860. 
A great many were en­ 
gaged iu cattle-raising as early as 1855. 
Stony creek is dry at its mouth during the 
summer season. 
During the rainy season it 
is quite muddy, but its waters are entirely of 
a different character from the waters of a 
stream flowing from a mining region. 
This 
creek near its mouth frequently ovei flows its 
banks. The deposit from the overflow is 
considerable less than a quarter cf an inch in 
thickness. The Sacramento river ia 1851 2 
was a very clear stream during the summer, 
and in the winter carried about the same 
amcuut of sediment that Stony creek does. 
Witness described the basin from Knight’s 
Landing to Colusa. The basin is frequently 
filled with water. 
I do not thjnk there has 
been a half an inch cf debris deposited in 
this basin in the last twenty years. 
Un the 
east side cf the river there is also a basin. 
The water in the east basin does not stay bo 
long, and does not 6tand, but flows with a 
current. The debris deposit iu this section is 
very deep. 
There is no deposit in the Sacra­ 
mento river channel at all at the town of 
Colusa. In driving piles for the bridge there 
we found the gravelly bottom with no deposit 
uf sediment resting upon it, The river water 
at Colusa in the summer time is quite clear. 
Cross-examination (by W. C. Belcher)—The 
first creek below Willows is Courtaine, the 
next below is Sand creek. Sand creek broke 
through and washed out the railroad in 1878. 
Red rolling lands lie on each side of Steny 
creek to within a short distance of its mouth. 
The plains were takeu up and 
farmed 
as early as 1854. 
Farming did not amount 
to much until 18G6. Farming in and around 
Newville commenced on a pretty large ecale 
as early as 18G2. There were a great many 
sheep in that section prior to 1860. 
Logans 
creek has deposited considerable debris on the 
laud near it? mouth. 
Sand creek heads on 
the ridge between Bear creek and the plains. 
It is perhaps eight miles iu length, and has a 
•mall watcr-ehed. Sand creek, where it comes 
into the plain?, is about 100 feet wide and 
15 inches deep. 
This cr. ek has a natural 
w h on the land near its mouth. Those creeks 
prior to the cultivation of the soil and the graz­ 
ing of stock in the mountains were quite muddy 
and carried a great deal of sediment. All of 
those streams carry more or less debriss 
riming high water. I did some surveying 
for a parly on Sand creek in 1856, and I think 
the • oadition of the channel now is about the 
sama a? it was then. The lower valley of 
Stoi.y creek has filled with sediment but 
Tery little. I think nearly all of the debris 
from Stony creek is carried into the river. 
At Colusa there is a sandbar forty acres in 
extent. There are sandbars throughout the 
river above Colusa. 
They keep shifting all 
the time. This bar at Colusa baB been form­ 
ing since 1850, but most of it has formed 
B in ce 1870. 
Butte creek discharges into Sut­ 
ter slough. 
Court adjourned at 5 r. M. to meet at 9:30 
a . m. to day.

The special Gospel services which have been 
hell during the past week in most of the city 
churches are announced to continue each 
evening during the present week. 
These 
services have continued from the previous 
union meetings, with large attendance and 
deep interest. 
Meat of the churches were ' 
well filled yesterday and last evening, and the 
usual cervices were held. Rev. H. C. Ben­ 
son, Presiding Elder, preached last evening at 
the Kingsley M. E. Church, and Rev. W. A. 
Finley, D. D., President of the Pacific Meth­ 
odist College at Santa Ri sa, preached morn­ 
ing and evening at the Seveuth Street M. E. 
Church. 
At the recular service on Friday evening 
1-st, Rabbi Bloch preached at the Synagogue 
on 
Sixth 
street 
upon 
the 
subject of 
r-Hgious convictions, using for his text 
Exodus vi , 12: “ And Moses spoke before 
the Lord eajing, Behold the children of 
Israel have not barkened unto me ; how then 
shall Pharaoh hear me, whereas I am of uncir- 
cmncised lips.” The speaker said : In perus­ 
ing thiv Becti n of Eacred writing prescribed 
as the lesson f ar this Sabbath, we cannot fail 
to recognize therein a striking illustration of 
the very condition of religious affairs in our 
own d .vs. 
And the very means suggested 
bv God to Moses to convince Pharaoh and the 
children of Israel of his divine mission, 
might, too, serve U3 to find the proper method 
to carry religious conviction t.o the mind of 
the people. Our greatest task is to overcome 
doubt, to cure skepticism and to establish 
religious truths, doctrines and precepts be­ 
yond the possibility of dispute. Moses hesi­ 
tated to accept his mission, because he ad­ 
mitted his inability to carry out the divine 
charge, pleading the defect in his 3peech. 
Aaroti, who w a s more eloquent, became his 
associate, who, by the force of argument, was 
to convince Pharaoh aud the children of 
Israel of his authority to liberate, while 
Moses was to perform the visible signs—the 
wonders—as a more tangible evidence of his 
mission. Thus we possess, since time im­ 
memorial, 
the 
very 
means 
by 
which 
we 
may 
succeed 
to 
carry 
religious 
conviction 
to 
every heart, viz.: logical 
argument or the power of language, and sec­ 
ond, visible signs or tokens as we find them 
still in our ceremonial observances. When 
we cannot succeed with the oue we mnst re­ 
sort to the other. So did Moses fail in the 
first instance, and therefore caused to employ 
the visible signs. Throwing down his staff, it 
is changed luto a serpent, and grasping it 
again it becomes as before, a staff in his hand. 
As long 
as the reasoning 
faculties cf 
the 
people 
are 
weak and 
barren 
of 
productive thought, the sublimtst teach­ 
ings 
of 
religion, 
iu 
their 
abstract 
ideal, must remain UDperceived, aud conse­ 
quently disregarded. Therefore we perceive 
in the first stage of the religious development 
the necessity of conveying her teachings by 
means of ceremonial observances. As long 
as these forms fulfill their object, to be what 
they were intended for, for educational pur­ 
poses, a Etaff in the nands of the inquirer, 
instrumental to convey a living thought, cer­ 
emonies are the lawful means to prepare the 
mind for a better conception of the religious 
teachirgs. Still, whenever this staff is cast to 
tbe ground, below the level of the religions 
standard, it produces a superstitious effecr, it 
turns before our eyes into-a daueerous ser­ 
pent, whose movements must be timely 
checked lest it will poison tiie popular mini. 
A similar illustration ¡3 found in the his­ 
tory of the brazen serpent. And so it was 
found indispensible at ail times to clad the 
sublimest of religious teachings in certain 
forms to make them acceptable to the popu­ 
lar mind. 
Yet as soon as these had produced 
the desired effect,to ripen the maturity of the 
m ind: wheD, as a staff which at one time 
bloomed and even ripened fruit, could be dis­ 
pensed with, it was laid by as an evidence of 
their timely usefulness. 
Even priesthood 
aud sacrifice, for such a long time a distinct 
form of worship and a carefully observed 
statute, were dispensed with, not because the 
Romans destroyed the temple, but because 
the religious convictions of the masses had 
brightened to a more i ieal conception. Tfcii 
process of a gradual development is pe-cspti- 
ble ia the history of all religions. Judaism 
in itself has never changed; we are not divi­ 
ded in sicts. But it is the method employed, 
which required from time to time to be fitted 
to the requirements cf the day, i. e.. iu ac­ 
cordance with the standard of 
popular 
mental culture. Thus in our day, where 
education and enlightenment prevails, it is no 
longer requisite, nor could we practically 
carry out the system of old in its ceremonial 
application. Literary value, plain and log­ 
ical argument, must take its place. So much 
the better for the cause ot religion—for it 
will come thus to pass—that she must stand 
or fall upon her own evidences. It is cer­ 
tainly a s-.d condition of affairs where virtue 
can only exist by force of a promised heaven 
and sin is dreaded because of the threat of 
hell fire and brimstone. The highest stand­ 
ard of religious excellency is certainly where 
goodness is accomplished for goodness’ sake 
and where wickedness is shuned as an evil. 
Where a true and a noble moral feeling pre­ 
vails ; where virtue is honored in manhood, 
there already is a heaven on earth, and the 
force of the staff becomes superfluous. 
Re­ 
ligion will celebrate her greatest victory 
when in her mural teachings she will be ena­ 
bled to speak to and ts convince the masses 
by the mere facts cf her moral teachings. 


THE THREE CROSSES. 
At, the Calvary Baptist Church Rev. J. Q 
A. Henry preached yesterday morning upon 
“ Toe Three Crosses,” speaking from_ the 
words, 
“ There were there ¡hree thieves 
crucified with him.” The speaker said that 
the cross of Christ was so many sided that 
though it had furnished the theme cf the pul­ 
pits for more than fifty generations, it was 
still the power of God and wisdom of God 
unto salvation to everyone who would re­ 
ceive. 
Attention was called to the relation 
ot the cross of Christ to the crosses of the 
malefactors between whom ho was crucified. 
To the rabble they wsre all alike, Fave as 
they distinguished the superscription, "T his 
is Jesus, King of the Jesu3 ;” but how differ­ 
ent iu the mind of God, and how individual, 
that influence of each upon subsequent time. 
The cross on which Jesus died was ths cross 
of the atonement, and as such illustrated the 
terrible reality; the crimicality and the 
penalty of sin. Who caD look long upon 
that tragic «cene and not behold the dire dis­ 
order, the dreadful guilt, the frightful doom 
of man in sin ? This cross illustrates also 
ths great doctrines of expiation—of vicarious 
suffering. 
“ He died for me”—he bore my 
sins in his own body upon the accursed tree ; 
he took my place ; he is my substitute. But 
this cross reveals a perfect redemption, a 
finished atonement. 
“ It is finished,” he 
said, the world’s redemption ia complete ; no 
more there remains an offering for sic. He 
has offered himself aud for all. The cross of 
Christ is significant of his finished work, by 
faith in which the vilest may be saved. 
The cross of the penitent thief was tbe 
cross of salvation. 
The dying thief was 
saved. W hat saved him ? It was not his 
profession ; mere religiousness will save no 
*iaD. It was not his own moral goodness; 
he was a thief—a railer. He ackuowledged 
that his sentence was just. 
It was not his 
feelings that saved him : had he waited for 
proper feelings death and hell would have 
overtaken hitn. Neither was it the ordinance 
of the church that saved him—baptism will 
save no man ; nsither the sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper.

Notes of an Official Trip of the Chief 
Horticultural Officer. 
Matthew Cooke, Chief Horticultural Offi­ 
cer, has just returned from an official trip to 
the southern part of ths State. 
On the 5th 
instant he attended the organization of the 
Los Angeles County Board of Agricultural 
Commissioners. The personnel of the Los 
Argeles Biard, he says, is second to none in 
the State, and its members ara determined to 
effect, in the interests of the fiuit industry, 
all that can be done by the most active efforts. 
From L ;s Angeles Mr. Cooke went to San 
Bernardino county and attended a meeting of 
the fruit growers of Riverside. This place, 
he states, for the growing of citrus fruits, is 
the garden of the I’acific coa3t, and probably 
of 
the 
United 
Slates. 
The 
locality 
is free from insect pests cf allj kinds 
in 
both 
citru3 
or 
deciduous 
trees 
and vines. 
As a proof of the importance to 
which this locality has risen for fruit-grow­ 
ing, lie states that the laml planted to citrus 
Ireev, which are coming into bearing this 
year, sells readily at S1.0C0 per acre. 
There 
are about 20.000 acres in the colony alto­ 
gether, for which there ¡3 ample water with 
present facilities to irrigate. The land, be­ 
fore irrigation and cultivation is applied, pre­ 
sents a worthless, desert appearance, com­ 
posed of sand and gravel, and has nothing 
whatever growing upon it. 
When brought 
under cultivation all varieties of citrus and 
most kinds of deciduous fruits grow most pro­ 
lific, and aLo grapes. 
The town of Riverside proper is situated 
six miles from Colton, on the Southern 1’a- 
cific Railroad, but th9 settlement, through the 
extension of Arlington avenue, is 
about 
thirteen miles. A t present the orchards, 
which have become celebrated, extend only a 
distance of four miles. This avenue has a 
fine row of pepper trees in the center, planted 
thick, in hedgelike manner, and are now 
from sixteen to twenty feet high.^ A fine 
driveway is upon either Eide, and facing upon 
these are lots varying iu size from ten to 
forty acres, and upon which are built mag­ 
nificent private residences. The place is, as to 
industry, exclusively devoted to the cultiva­ 
tion of citrus and deciduous fruits and grape’. 
The cultivation of all the orchards is excel­ 
lent, both on this avenue and at Riverside 
proper, but among the most prominent are 
those of Mr. White, Mr. Bettner, Mr. 
Covert, Dr. Magee, Mr. Ames and Mr. Cold- 
well, all of whom have forty-acre tracts. Mr. 
Cocke says that probably at no other place in 
the United States is there to be found such 
thorough cultivation by the entire community 
as at Riverside. The people are w’iie awake 
to prevent the introduction of tiie insect ene­ 
mies, of which they are fortunately still free. 
The other portions of San Berhaniiao c unty 
visited by Mr. Cooke ore also free from pests, 
esc“pt iu ono orchard, where it was found 
that the codling moth had made its appear- 
auce. 
_ 
Iu the vicinity of Tustin Cify and Santa 
Ana, in Los Angeles county, the citrus in­ 
dustry is progressing favorably, and grape 
planting is being extended very rapidly. At 
this place the black scale is found quite ex­ 
tensively, and in one orchard the red scale 
wa3 also discovered, but the people are organ­ 
ized against them, and effective work will te 
done the coming season to get clear of their 
presence. A t Los Angeles the premises 
known as the Keller orchard was visited, 
where the red scale han been found upon a 
number of grapevines which stood adjoining 
some lemon trees that are infested. 
Red 
scale was also found in limited numbera upon 
a walnut tree in the same orchard. In one 
orchard the white cottony cushion scale was 
found. 
On the 10th inst. a meeting of the fruit­ 
growers of Los Angeles county was held at 
Los Angeles, at which all parts of thoc ur.ty 
interested were fully represented. A t this 
meeting parties were appointed from all the 
fruit-growing districts of the county to in­ 
spect the orchards iu their respective dis­ 
tricts, and report their condition to the 
County Board of Horticultural Commission­ 
ers. The spirit of the meeting indicated that 
although the county has been alow to organ­ 
ize under the State law, it is now determined 
tojbe one of the foremost in acquiring the 
utmost advantages to be derived from the 
most vigorous prosecution of the insect war. 
Mr. Cooke next visited San Gabriel, and 
went among the orchards ia that locality in­ 
fested with the red scale. 
Mr. Chapman at 
this plice has demonstrated beyond a doubt 
that the red scale can be effectively exter­ 
minated, as by his efforts last year he de­ 
stroyed at least ninety per cent, of these 
upon his premises. This was done by thin­ 
ning out the tops of the trees and applying 
washes of refuse soap, lye, etc., in accord­ 
ance with the best known remedies. 
While 
at this place, Mr. Rose being absent, Mr, 
Cooke was requested by Mr. Chapman to ex­ 
amine the vines and cuttings iu the vineyard 
of Mr. Rcse, which were reported to be in­ 
fested with red scale. Several hours were 
spent in tbe vineyard—which covers CIO 
acres—and he was unable to find any trace 
whatever of red scale upon lhe premises. 
A t Bakersfield, Kern county, although the 
orchard interests are still small in that sec­ 
tion, very active measures are in progress to 
prevent damages from the insect world: The 
insects found in Kern county are the codling 
moth, red spider and the wooly aphis. The 
fruit-growers there have determined to make 
application to the Board of Supervisors for 
the appointment of a Horticultural Commis­ 
sion for the county at their next meeting, 
which, it is thought, will be 
promptly 
granted. 
A t Fresno the codling moth and the 
“ San Jose” scale were found to a limited 
extent. A petition will be presented in this 
(Fresno) couDty also at the next meeting of 
its Board of Supervi-ors, which takes plac8 
early next month, for a local Horticultural 
Commi. sion. 
During his ab3er.ee the Chief Horticultural 
Officer made arrangements for the appoint­ 
ment of local inspectors 
throughout the 
southern part of the State under the quaran­ 
tine laws. He returned greatly encouraged 
at the prospect of most successful work on the 
part of the fruit growejs in that portion of 
the State in effectively overcoming the rav­ 
ages and dangers of insects injurious to fruit, 
at an early day. 


A S a t i s f a c t o r y E x c u s e .—The reason why 
a certain couple did not bring their portion of 
the necessary eatables to make merry a sur­ 
prise party which they attended last week, 
has been satisfactorily explained. 
They

last Wednesday evening. 
By an unlucky 
accident the car ran off the track, and to 
assist cut of the difficult situation the young 
man bound for the surprise laid his cake down 
on the seat while he went to the front 
and guided the lines, to let the driver get off 
and push the car hack. Just as they had got 
nicely back on tbo track, and while the young 
man still held the ribhous, several passengers 
entered the car, and among them a portly 
colored womaa, who erj iys the sunny side of 
three hundred pounds.

More B ad R ecord.—I t has just been re­ 
membered by the officers, aud discovered by 
examining the pelice recordp, that Dennis 
Nearny, who is now awaiting trial here for 
adultery, for having deserted his wife at Oak­ 
land and eloped with a girl from Vallejo, has 
a previous record here of an unsavory nature, 
and iu the same line.

THE MIHERS’ 
CONVENTION. 


Seme days since the R e c o rd -U n io s con­ 
tained a news item to the tffect that steps 
were being tak en by tho Miners’ Association 
for tie assembling in Sacramento, as the mcst 
central and easily accessible point, cf a Con­ 
vention of mir.ers. Concerning the same 
subject the following appeal is found in tbe 
Placer Arum of Saturday, from the Miners’ 
Association of the State, addressed to the 
mine owners of CafiLrtiia and members of 
the Association: 
Gentlemen : We desire to call your attention to 
the pecuniary necessities cf this Association arising 
from the pru'rocted and vexatious litigation now 
pending and iu progress in the Courts, which in­ 
volves the very existence of the mining industry in 
California. 
Iti adsilioM to the case now on trial iu Sacramento 
(State cf California vs. Gold Run Mining Company), 
we are defending in. the Superior Court of Yuba 
county thirty two suits, wherein the city of Marys­ 
ville is the plaintiff, aud also, in the Circuit Court 
of lhe United States, the case of the State of Cali­ 
fornia vs. the Miocene Mining Company, of Bn.te 
county. Any of these said actions, if finally de­ 
cided in favor of the plaintiffs, will seriously injure 
the value of all classes of mining property in our 
State 
The cisc now oil trial at Sacramento has assumed 
a broad scape, and may be considered a test case of 
most of the important issues in the conflict of the 
miners with the anti-miners. Reahzirg the magni­ 
tude oí tiie interests involved, the Association, as is 
well known, has engaged the services of the mo.t 
eminent course], and the best engineering skill iu 
the State and it has spared no expense in represent­ 
ing the mine s 'side of the case in such a manner 
that, if appealed to the highest Court in the country 
—as it will he by one i r other of the parties io in­ 
ti rest— we shall ha\e a complete record. 
It is in contemplation, as soon as the trial of the 
“ Gold Run case ” has been closed, to cill a conven­ 
tion of miners, under the auspices of this Associa­ 
tion, uf which due and timely notice will be given 
in the newspapers and otherwise, a- V) the time aud 
place, to consider ways and means for the common 
defense of tiie mining interests and rights. Ail 
miners will he invited to attend, Irrespective of 
their connection with this Association, and without 
reference to the class of mining iu which they are 
engaged, as the mining interest at large is placed in 
jeopardy by these continued and persistent attacks 
u on it. 
. 
In the defense of the common proper tv andpntcr- 
e-t, as well as i Í the rights of the miners, the bur­ 
den lias fallen heavily upon this Asíocintiou, and 
unless it lias tbe moral and pecuniary aid of the 
mine-owncrs at large, so as to enable it to meet all 
tlnso i-sues, the result may be equivalent to a con­ 
fiscation uf a 1 mining property. 
'1 he Association suggcs's to its members the pro­ 
priety of co apentli .il in this measure, with a view 
to the formation of a more perfect and extended 
organisation, so as to dtfvtid the mining interests 
whenever attacked in ottr State. 
In conclusion, this Association urges all active

In the village of W ang Ye, in the dis­ 
trict of Ning Li, says the Shanghai Courier, 
which is near Ningpo and the Chusan Isles, 
so renowned for piratical exploits, stands 
the castle of a pirate chief named Kwang- 
king man. 
He is the head of a strong nest 
of pirates, and he styles himself King of 
King-man, which signifies the King of 
Gold. 
Kwang-king-man is a native of 
Ningpo, of the Ninth District. 
He is an 
unumally powerful man, and can lift with 
ease weights more fitted for a Milo than 
an ordinary man. 
He is proficient in the 
use of all warlike weapons, and can use the 
rifle, as well as the bow and arrow, with 
squal and remarkable effect. 
I t happened 
while Kwang king-man was acting as a 
“ brave” that his father was arrested by the 
Government for some off-nse and shortly 
afterward 
beheaded. 
Kwang-king-man, 
who declared his father innocent of the 
crime imputed to him, was so enraged 
at his execution that he swore to devote 
his life to avenge his death, and take re­ 
venge on the Imperialists. 
He shortly put 
the design into execution. 
He established 
a rendezvous and stronghold and gathered 
around him a large number of followers. 
His arsenal was made complete, and a 
factory for gunpowder was established. 
On the third day of the sixth moon of 
this year he suddenly entered the city of 
Ningpo with his followers. 
His plan of 
action had been determined by the reports 
of his spies. 
In the nighttime of the date 
already given his band marched toward 
the prison, forced open the doors thereof 
and freed the prisoners, all of whom 
joined

gang. 
The 
next 
day the 
pirate 
chief 
perpetrated 
a 
more daring act. 
W ith a few hundred 
men he descended upon the Whoopin lekin 
Tax Board, kiiled the oflicia’s, and carried 
off the money. 
He spared, however, the 
head official, whose nose he cut off, so 
that 
he might 
return 
to 
his 
supe­ 
riors and 
inform 
them 
of what the 
pirate chief had done, and what the nature 
of the future enterprises would be. 
His 
exploits on the water are truly marvelous. 
It is said that he can stop for twenty hours 
at a time in the water, when either in pur­ 
suit of or flying from his foes. 
Recently 
when a Captain with 300 men attacked the 
robbers the pirate king dived from his 
boat and killed the Captain with a “ seu- 
tzen,” a kind of a sleeve catapult, a 
weapon in the use of which the pirate 
was most skillful. 
He then beheaded 
him, 
and 
the 
assailants 
losing their 
leader, desisted 
from further 
lighting, 
after having acquitted themselves with 
creditable valor, and having lost consider­ 
ably. 
The pirate chief is not only an ex­ 
pert in the use of his weapons, but he em­ 
ploys with equal effect a cross-bow fur- 
ni -hed with a bullet instead of a bolt. Since 
this last engagement no one has been hardy 
enough to disturb this ruthless freebooter. 


THE 
RAZ 0R -B *rK 
HOG. 


To the traveler in Texas one of the 
strangest and most peculiar features of the 
landscape is the razor-back hog. 
He is of 
the Swiss-cottage style of architecture. 
His physical outline is angular to a degree 
unknown outside of a text-book on the 
science of geometry. 
His ears—or the few 
rag3 and tatters of them th at the dogs have 
left—are curled back with a knowing, vag- 
abondiBn air. 
His tail has no curl in it, 
but it hangs aft, limp as a wet dishrag 
hung out of the back window to dry. The 
highest peak of his corrugated back is six 
inches above the level of the root of his 
tail. 
He does not walk with the slow and 
stately step of the patrician Berkshire, but 
usually goes in a lively trot. 
He leaves 
the impression that he was late starting in 
the morning and is making up for lost time, 
or that he Í3 in doubt about the payment 
of that check, and is hurrying to get it 
cashed before the bark closes. 
The c'n n try razor-back prowls around in 
the woods and lives on aejm s, peanuts and 
roots ; when he can spare time he climbs 
under his owner’s fence and assists in har­ 
vesting the corn crop. 
Iu this respect lie 
is neighborly to a fault, and, when his duty 
to his owner's crop will allow, he will 
readily turn in and assist the neighbors, 
even working at night rather than see the 
crop spoil for want of attention. 
He does not know the luxury of a sty. 
He never gets fat, and, from the day of his 
birth, sometimes two years roll into eter­ 
nity before he is big enough to kill. 
Crossing the razor- back with blue- blooded 
stock makes but little improvement. 
The 
only effective way to improve him is to 
cross him with a railroad train. 
He then 
becomes an imported Berkshire or Toland 
Ciiina hog, anel if he does not knock the 
train off the track the railroad company 
pays for him at the rate of about $1 a 
pound, for wh;ch they are allowed the 
mournful privilege of shoveling the remains 
off the track. 
The ham of a country razor-back is more 
juicy than the hind leg of an iron fire-dog, 
but not quite so fat as a pine knot.—[Texas 
Siftings.

‘W ashington, January 21st.—Upon enter­ 
ing the Court-room this morning, Guiteau 
took a seat in the witness-box, remarking, as 
he laid out his papers : 
“ I sit down because 
I can speak batter, not that I am afraid of 
being shot. 
This shooting business is getting 
played out.” 
At an intimation from Judge Ccx, the 
prisoner carefully arranged his glasses, and 
with a flourish began to read from a manu­ 
script, as follows : 
“ The prosecution pre­ 
tend that I am a wicked man ; Mr. Scoville 
and the test think I am a lnnatic, and I pre­ 
sume you think I am. 
I certainly was a 
lunatic July 2d, when I fired on the Presi­ 
dent, and the American people generally, and 
I presume you, think I was. Can you imagine 
anything more insane than my going to the 
depot and shooting the President of the 
United States? You are here to say whether 
I was insane or sane when I fired that shot. 
You have nothing to do with my condition 
since or before I tired the fatal shot. 
yoc must say by your veedict 
Whether I was sane or insare at the.momont 
the shot was tiled. If you ha%-e any doubt 
of my sanity at the moment, you must give 
me the benefit of the doubt and acquit— 
that is, if you have any doubt whether 1 fired 
that shot for myself or as the agent of the 
Deity. 
If I fired it on ray own account I 
was sano ; if I fired it supposing I was au 
arent of the Deity, I was insane, and you 
must acquit. This is the record of the law 
eiven in the recent decision of the New York 
Court of Appeals. It revolutionizes the old 
rules, and is a grand step forward in the law 
of insanity. 
It is worthy this age of rail­ 
roads, electricity and telephones, and it well 
comes from the progressive State of New 
York. 
I have no hesitation in sajing that 
it is a special Providence in my favor, and I 
ask this Court and jury so to consider it. 
Some eminent people of America think me 
the greatest man of this age, and this feeling 
is growing. They believe in my inspiration, 
and that Providence and I have really saved 
the ration from another war. 
My speech 
setting forth in detail my defense was tele­ 
graphed to all th3 leading pap>rs aud pub­ 
lished on Monday, And now 1 am permitted 
by his Honor to deliver it to you.” 
AN EXPLANATION. 
He then explained to the jury that his 
speech opened with ft quotation from his 
Chribti&n greeting to the Americm people, 
aud in using it for the opening of his speech 
to the jury, he had neglected to cut out the 
date—Christmas, 1881. 
After thanking his 
counsel and paying a very high comp'.imeit 
t > the zeal and ability which-Scoville had dis­ 
played, whom he proposed soon to reward 
with a very Iib;ral fee, be exfended his grate­ 
ful acknowledgments to the Court, jury, offi­ 
cers and bailiffs, and last, but cot least, to 
the American press. The latter were a power 
that generally criticised a man when they got 
down on hitr. They had been pretty heavy 
on the prisoner at first, but when they knew 
his motives they changed their "views and 
were now treating him very fairly. 
With this introduction the prisoner took up 
a newspaper and proceeded to read to the jii y 
his published spetch. His manner to a casual 
observer seemed completely self-possessed, as 
usual, but behind the ostentatious affectation 
of composure, was intenso feeling, which was 
only held in control through undoubted 
strength of will. 
His excitement was be­ 
trayed by n slight hectic spot high up on each 
cheek of his usually colorless face, and by the 
unusual deliberation with which he began and 
for tome time continued to speak. 


was th e excitem ent heal ? 
Whether this excitement was merely from 
the superficial effect upon his emotions natu­ 
rally incident to the occasion, or whether it 
proceeded from a deeper or more overpower­ 
ing influence—the true realization of his posi­ 
tion, an almost convicted murderer pleading 
for his life—it were difficult to divine. 
Whatever the original character of feeling, 
it finally gaiued the ascendancy over bis 
power of control, and as he reached that 
point iu his specch. “ I have always served 
the Lord, whether I live or die,” he broke 
down completely, stopped, tried to choke 
down the rising lump in his throat, but f. und 
it impossitle to keep back a genuine sob. 
Taking out his handkerchief, ho buried his 
face in it a few seconds, wiped bis eyes, and, 
wi'h a determined effort, strrted a"ain. 
He 
seemed to recover his composure ° > quickly 
that some believed the whole iff^rt was 
manufactured. 
Mrs. Scoville (his sister), however, thought 
otherwise. 
She was deeply affcted, and 
wept and sobbed bitterly for some minutes. 
After this incident Guiteau continued to 
read, occasionally adding comments upon the 
text.

New Y ork, January 22d.—A Wa«hirgton 
correspondent hints that Scovills’s speech w s 
purposely drawn out to the length it was, in 
order that the case could cot be given to the 
jury till to-morrow. The result ia, if the 
prieonerjis found guilty immediately, he can­ 
not be ixecuted before the 1st of July, be­ 
cause of the District law requiring so much 
time between the term of the Court and exe­ 
cution.
